The  35  millimeter  camera  shot 
actually  pictured  only  a portion 
of  the  unseen  side,  and  Chair: 
man  Alexander  Mikhailov  of  the 
Soviet  Academy  of  Science’s  As 
tronomical  Council,  said  the  “un- 
seen part  is  considerably  more 
monotonous”  that  the  side  facing 
earth. 

BUT  THE  Soviets  said  the  Lu- 
nik-to-earth  photography  had 
opened  up  broad  prospects  for 
studying  the  planets  of  our  solar 
system,”  Tass  reported. 

In  Manchester,  England,  Prof.

For  this  merry-go-round  ice 
cream  treat,  you'll  need  mint 
and  vanilla  ice  cream,  finely 
chopped  nuts,  varicolored  gum- 
drops,  a date-nut  roll  and  indi- 
vidual one  cup  molds.  Deep  gel- 
atin molds  are  perfect  for  this 

THE  DATE-NUT  roll  can  be 
purchased  ready-made,  then  slic- 
ed for  serving.  Or.  if  you  prefer, 
brownies  or  chocolate  cake 
squares  would  be  a good  base 


First,  soften  the  mint  ice 
cream  just  enough  so  that  it  is 
easy  to  work  with.  Divide  it  be- 
tween the  molds,  packing  it 
firmly,  and  freeze  for  an  hour 
or  so.  Soften  the  vanilla  ice 
cream  and  blend  in  the  nuts  to 
give  it  a butter-crunch  appear- 
ance.
